Witnosa axked him if he saw, 
bet he said uo, other people had told him, No one 
made any complaint to witness, and he did not 
ask any questions, as ho was in ahurry to got the 
man to the Station, Witness hod known P.C, 
696 a considorabla time, and knew nothing against 
his character, He was reckoned a vary good 
constable, or he would not have been on duty 
whore he was. P.O. 620 bad also been a good. 
constable, Witness believed the Indian consta- 
bles were not in the habit of drawing their tran- 
cheons, and there were very atrict orders against 
them. Up to three years ago the constables 
carried their trunokeons in their hands when on 
daty, and they had’ no sheaths for them then. 
Since then, howévor, sheaths hac boan supplied, 
and all constables had to carry their truncheons 
in them, 

Cross-examined by Mr. Mossap—Witnesa was 
not aware of any reputation the Tndisnu con- 
stables had for ill treating coolies; ho had seen 
letters in the papers, but no complaints hod 
been sont to the: Station.

Sikh coustable whe had arrested a Chinaman for 
cravtty to a fowl, Had he been im court he 
should have contradicted the statomont, aa he 
was well acqnainted with the case. Hoa did not 
send P.C. 696 away becanse the people ware 
raising an outcry ugainst him. There was not 
the smallest outory being raised against him, 

Acting Chief Inspector James Cradock pro- 
dnoed the character rolls of both the Sikh con- 
stables. P. C. 629 joined the Foros on the 20th 
December, 1881, and had only three trifling on 
tries against him. P, C, 629 joined on the 8th 
June, 1885, and his character was also good.
